SAN DIEGO MAY WIN 
WORLD UNIVERSITY 
WITH $1,000,000 GIFT 


Four Cities Bidding for Interna- 
tional College, With Herman 
Endowment, Says Dr. Thomas

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 24—The idea of 
a World University dedicated to the 
elimination, through education, of 
international hatred, misunderstand- 
ing and prejudice, the fundamental 
causes of war, which’ first saw the 
light last June at the Worffi Confer- 
ence on Education in San Francisco, 
may materialize ih -the actual estab- 
lishment here of such an institution, 
endowed for at least $1,000,000. 

This became known Saturday when 
Dr. Augustus O. Thomas, president of 
the World Federation of Education 
and commissioner of 
education for the State of Maine, to 
whom has been assigned the duty. of 
appointing a.commission to investi- 
gate the feasfbility of the World 
University idea, conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the San Diego Chamber 
of Commerce and local educators con- 
cerning the university plan. 

Milton A: McRae, who acted as Dr. 
Thomas’ host, announced that Raphael 
Herman, retired manufacturer of Buf- 
falo and Detroit, has offered to endow 
the proposed university to the extent 
of $1,000,000: Mr. Herman’s gift of 
$25,000 to the World Federation to 
be used as a “Peace Through Educa- 
tion Plan” prize was announced sev- 
eral days ago through The Christian 
Science Monitor. 


Land Tract Offered 


Col. Edward Fletcher, a San Diego 
financier, offered to give 300 to 500 
acres of land near this city to the 
university if it is built here. Dr. 
Thomas visited a number of sites 
proposed, and declared he was well 
Pleased with several of them. In an 
interview with a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor he 
said: 

Final decision of where the univer- 
sity will be established, as well as the 
question of whether or not it wilf be 
established at all, of course, will be 
made by the commission which I 
have been asked to appoint. It seems 
probable, however, that, since Amer- 
ican capital will be used if the proj- 
ect is carried through, it will be 
established in this country. 

Barcelona, The Hague, San Diego, 
and-one other city, which am not 
now at liberty to name, have so far 
put in their bids to be the seat of the 
university.

Delcevare King Says Enforce-

Public sentiment for law enforce- 
ment is undergoing a decided change 
for the better ‘throughout the United 
States, says Delcevare King of Quincy, 
a director of the Massachusetts Anti-

POINSETTIA GROWS 
IN POPULAR FAVOR 


Increasing Use of F lowering 
Plants Advocated 


AMHERST, Mass., Dec. 24 (Special) 
—Increasing use of flowers at the 
Christmas season to aid in saving the 
evergreens and the laurels of the hill 
country is urged by the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, which tells the 
people of this state how greatly the 
Cyclamen, salmon-pink, rose or white 
with red eye, has grown in popular 
favor at this holiday time. 

“The Poinsettia,” says a college 
bulletin, “may be considered the most 
typical flower of the holiday season 
though not the best seller! Its red 
flower set off by vivid green leaves 
and stems make it ever a striking 
plant.” 

But the Cyclamen is held to be the 
most popular of the Christmas plants 
today by the college horticulturists- 
who would save the evergreen and the 
laurels and in their spring season the 
Mayfiower or Trailing Arbutus by 
substituting the flowers which are 
easy to grow and which make beauti- 
ful holiday decorations. 

“The Cyclamen,” says the bulletin. 
“ig grown from seeds which are sown 
about 15 months before the time for 
marketing. To show how popular the 
Cyclamen has grown the fact that one 
greenhouse bought 83,000 seeds for 
this year’s business, and 115,000 for 
next year’s is sufficient. 

“Many other flowering plants,” it 
continues, “are offered for sale, such 
as the Primulas, Chinese, and Obconia 
Primroses, and the winter flowering 
Begonias. The South African Heath 
is a favorite in many flower stores 
now. The berried plant, Jerusalem 
Apple, and its improved type, the 
Cleveland Cherry, will prove popular.”

Armed with letters from the heat 
of the Senussi sect, el Sayed Idriss el 
Senussi, the travelers accomplished 
their aim. Starting from Sollum, on 
the Mediterranean coast, they marched 
nearly due south, via Siwa, Jagh- 
boub and Jalo, to their destination, 
Kufra, returning by another route, 
almost due east, back to Egypt. 

Just a year ago Hassanein Bey set 
out, this time dlone, on a second 
journey of exploration, vastly more 
hazardous than the first. res far as 
Kufra his route was the same.as he 
and his companion had followed in 
1921, but from there, instead of re- 
turning to Egypt, he struck out south 
in the attempt to find a route between 
Kufra and the province of Darfur, the 
westernmost portion of the . lo- | 
Egyptian Sutlan. That duch a. route 
existed he knew, though it had never 
before been traversed by any. but 
Bedouins,and even they had abandoned 
it on account of its dangers. The last 
caravan which had gone that way had 
set out eight years previously and 
had never reached its journey’s end. 
The desert had swallowed .it up—

‘two hitherto unknown oases, Akenu 
and Ouenat, both in Anglo-Egyptian 
territory, have been discovered, the 
position of Kufra, which has until 
now bten shown.25 miles west of its 
true situation, has been accurately de-, 
termined, and a mass of data, geo- 
graphical, geological, ethnographical, 
has been collected regarding one of 


the least known parts of the earth's 


surface. _Hassanein Bey’s observa- 
tiong and notes have béen submitted 
to highly critical scrutiny by the Sur- 
vey of Egypt, which declares them to 
be surprisingly accurate and of a gen- 
eral standard which would do credit 
to a trained surveyor. In addition, 
Hassanein Bay secured hundreds of 
photographs and a cinema.film of por- 
tions of his journéy which are of ab- 
sorbing interest.

OPTIMISTIC VIEWS | 
HELD BY DR. BENES 


Czechoslovakian Foreign Minister 
Envisages Consolidation: of 
Peace of Central Europe 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
By Special Cable 

PARIS, Dec. 24—Before leaving for 
Prague, Dr. Eduard Benés, Czecho- 
slovakian Foreign Minister, made an 
interesting statement in the course of 
an interview. Early jn January the 
Little Entente is meeting in Belgrade 
and much 1s expected from its delib- 
erations which will help to consolidate 
the peace of central Europe. Dr. 
Benés said: “We are particularly 
pleased that the League of Nations 
has settled the question of Javorina. 
It poisoned our relations with Po- 
land. Now we hope that the friend- 
ship between Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia will be renewed. But there are 
other signs of better understandings 
between nations. The granting of the 
Hungarian loan, in spite of the few 
formalities and even difficulties that’ 
remain, now appears to be certain in 
the near future. 

“This makes for a prosperous 
central Europe. It was more difficult 
to accept the proposal than was that 
arranged for Austria. The Little En- 
tente needed political guarantees 
and the Reparations Commission 
financial guarantees. It is natural 
that in searching to save Hungary, 
while demanding an explicit statement 
of Hungary’s adhesion to the Trianon 
Treaty, we should think of bankrupt 
Germany, whose economic situation 
must perhaps also be purified. 

“We did not wish to create prece- 
dents which Germany could invoke to 
escape the consequences of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. But as regard to debts, 
a seytiment of solidarity exists be- 
tween all the European states. The 
Little Entente has shown itself 
generous toward Hungary. The great 
powers in their turn will show 
generosity toward the members of the 
Little Entente. I need not carry the 
matter further except to say that all 
countries must help each other.”

Christihastide fuses the Old World 
with the Mew in Boston. In the for- 
eign colonies scattered about the city 
the rest of the year may be spent in 
something of isolation and with a cer- 
tain clannish adherence to customs 
brought from older civilizations and 
therefore not easily to be surrendered. 
But tomorrow is Christmas Day. 

With the Greeks and other peoples 
from the East it used to be Jan. 6. 
But the flavor of festivity communi- 
cates itself easily aud Greek children, 
placid blond Scandinavians, swarthy 
gitalians, a handful of Russians and 
stolid Lettish and Polish people—with 
their symbols of white eagle and 
mystic star—all make holiday in 
deference to the country of their 
adoption. Among themselves most of 
them still make a separate holiday on 
the date to which tradition has ac- 
customed them, but that is their affair, 
carried out in their own way and 
passing for the most part unnoticed by 
a hurrying people never too sensitive 
any way to the purely national festivi- 
ties of those of other nations. 

In the Greek restaurants yesterday 
there was a little, pleasant stir with 
fragments of conversation from which 
emerged, now and then, some-reference 
to Christmas Day. Tonight smiling pro- 
prietors will set Christmas trees in 
place and add-to them the brilliance 
of titisel And glittering balls of scar- 
feC.and@ gold, an@.silver. Already the 
‘wats of th restaurants are half 
hidden under laurel ropes, and an im- 
.partial profusion of small, .massed 
* silken flags decorates pillars and arch- 
ways. Bristling sprigs of holly are 
appearing in coat lapels among the 
waiters. : 

The cash register tf cone place 
flaunts a shimmering extravagant bow 
of Christmas red. ribbon. There is 
talk of a great. meal, in the quieter 
hours of the afternoon, for some Greek 
children whose anticipations of a day 
they barely can lisp about are none too 
bright. And Charlie, that waiter who 
is a gazette of everything one dining 
in the midst of Greek atmosphere 
should know, shrugs and says, “Sure, 
our Christmas once was Jan. 6. But 
now she is as yours. That's better if 
all peoples celebrate toget'er. ...” 

North End Shops Gayly Festooned 

Down in the North End, in the 
Italian quarter, the windows of tiny, 
crammed shops flash with their bril- 
liant burden. If it had been cold, as 
some think it should have been, the 
windows would have been hidden be- 
hind a lace of crystalline frost and 
there would have been only blurs of 
scarlet and green and furious pink 
and lavender. But instead there are 
clear windows with festoons of scarlet 
Christmas trimming looped profusely 
across them, and with dangling tinsel 
and garish: ties to attract more at- 
tention to the chaotic“piles of multi- 
colored holiday merchandise. Pro- 


visioners’ boxes, stacked at amazing: 


angles about narfow doors, offer 
polished peppers and silvery cab- 
bages and strings of garlic like 
monstrous unpolished pearls. 

Flares mark pushcarts at the curb, 
flares that throw gfotesque shadows 
against mundane sturdy garments for 
both infants and their parents, as well 
as against heaps of trifling oye, some 
hardly worth the buying it seefns, but 
all eloquent’ of the holiday. Tie push- 
cart merchants of sober clothing do 
not undergo the same lull in their 


business as the most snobbish cloth-. 


ing merchants uptown, for in the 
North End Christmas is not a time 
for wastefulness and the idle flinging 
away of hardly earned. dollars. 
Through the crazily winding streets, if 
you will,wander tonight, you may find 
bronzed merchants elaborating their 
customary chants to induce trade with 
shrewd references to the season. 

The bakers’ shops will send forth a 
little more pungent odor of spice and 
the great piles of spaghetti packages 
will seem twice as high, and twice as 
quickly to dwindle, as on ary Satur- 
day night through the year. The

man-shepherded measure, has got 
through. Because of this fact it is 
possible for Dr. Holitscher to regard 
with a certain optimism the future 

‘course of his salutary bill. 

The principal features of this new 
project, as Dr. Holitscher described 
them, are as follows: -Purveyors of all 

unopetied alcoholic beverages must be 

_ ifeemsed; Hcenses can only be given 
‘for a 20-year period; holders of 

‘licenses can receive no indemnity 
from the Governmegt on the expira- 
tion of their licenses; licensés now in 
force must expire within 10 years of 
the passing of this bill; the total num- 
ber of licenses allowed after this 10- 
year period cannot exceed one for 
every 500 persons; 10 years after the 
passing of this bill the inhabitants of 
a town may, by vote, declare how 
many licenses are to be continued; 
no brewery or manufacturing inter- 

- can hold any control licenses. 

Dr.-Holitscher said he expected much 
opposition to his measure, and he 
would be glad if he could see it be- 
come law within a twelvemonth. The 
main and directing support of the bill 
will come from Dr. Holitscher’s own 
party, the German Social Democrats. 

Dr? Holitscher came originally from 
Vienna, but he has been in Bohemia 
since 1887 and has been an active 
worker for prohibition: for 25 years. 
He says a gradual wave of feeling in 
favor of prohibition is passing over 
the people. A discussion of prohibi- 
tion is istened to today with a certdin 
respect instead of being subject to 
incredulous scorn. 

Czechoslovakia’s prohibit'on mile- 
stones are these: In 1919 a clause was 
introduced in the Shrobar law, which 
prohibited the selling of strong drinks, 
except in unopened bottles; in 1920, 
election laws forbade alcoholic bev- 
erages to be sold anywhere on. the 
day preceding and on the day of the 
elections; and in 1922, the Holitscher 
law prohibited the selling of alcohol 
in any form to children under 16 years. 

Dr. Holitscher stated that one of the 
strongest signs in favor of prohibition 
and indicative of its ultimate success 
was the turning of the youth of the 
country toward its support.

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SHIPS ON THE SEA 


HAVE LONG FUTURE) 


Special from Monitor Bureau . 


LONDON, Dec. 8—Archibald Hurd, 
than whom there is no greater 
authority on ships in Great Britain, 
gave an interesting address at the 
Authors’ Club on the future of ships 
on the sea and in the air. Mr. Hurd 
is not an advocate for the scrapping 
of battleships in favor of submarine 
and aircraft. He maintains that if 
Great Britain is to continue to exist it 
will do so as a sea-power. If the 
capital ship is doomed, he says, so is 
the merchant ship, for the carrying 
of Britain’s vast imports and exports 
by air ts a long way from realization. 
These in 1913 totaled 194,000,000 tons, 
and he could not’ imagine them being 
carried as cheaply by air as in ships. 

The ship of the future, he foresaw, 
would be the motor ship. Less engine 
space, less attention required, cheaper 
to run, more space for passengers or 
cargo, easier and cleaner to refuel— 
all these advantages would make the 
motor in sea transport as great an 
influence in sea transport as it had 
been on land. 

Referring to 
ships, Mr. Hurd said that he believed 
engineers throughout the world were 
watching this form of propulsion, 
which was being tried in America, 
with the greatest interest. This drive 
had made its appearance in England, 
as three vessels for an American com- 
pany had been ordered. They ~- would 
have Diesel motors to drive the dyna- 
mos and would thus be a combination 
of motor ship and electric dynamo. 

Mr. Hurd spoke enthusiastically of 
directional wireless and its great ef- 


fect on enabling ships to find their 


way safely in fog. Looking ahead, he 
said it was conceivable that the ship 
of the future would look like a funnel- 
less aircraft carrier with a long flying 
deck, and that passengers pressed for 
time would leave the land after the 
ship and join her by airplane, and 
leave her before arrival in the same 
way. But in spite of the conquest of 
the air, Mr. Hurd foresaw a long 
future for the British Empire by

Business Commission Is Proposed to 


Control German 


Budget and Mark 


International Financial, Regulation Might, It Is Said, 


Induce Re-Establishment of Entente in Real Form 


Special from. Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Dec. 8—Opinion here is 
crystallizing in favor of international 
financial control in Germany. There 
is a growing belief among informed 
observers that,, by financial control 
within the ‘Reich, ways will be found 
for reconciling Anglo-French differ- 
ences, and, as a result of this recon- 


ciliation, the Entente, which is held by. 


many persons to be a mere mockery 
of that which it was during the war, 
will be re-established again and be- 
come what it was designed to be. 

There is no desire here to rob the 
German people of their independence 
im the management of their ‘own 
affairs nor the Reich of its sovereignty. 
On the other hand, -the consensus is 
that Germany has proved its inability 
to straighten out its tangled financial 
‘affairs, and that this inability on its 
part, will continue just so long as 
French pressure continues in its 
present form. At the same time, it is 
held here that there is small chance 
of relieving this French pressure until 
a way is found which will satisfy 
France that Germany is going to meet 
its obligations. 


Greup Opposes Obligations 
The difficulty in this connection is 
not made less real by the patent fact 
— there still exists in Germany a 
powerful group which opposes 
ition of any of the financial 
bs arr imposed by the Treaty of 
Versailles and by the additional fact 
that it 1s most difficult to find any 
Government in the Wilhelmstrasse 
. which is strong enough to make this 
peg ert its adherents subscribe to 
the y obligations. Added to this 
is the obvious absence of any really 


wrangling between political parties, 
whose views and aims are irreconcil- 
_ able without a strongly centralized 
Government that is able to control 


In the face of these conditions, it is 


equally incomprehensible measures by 
the Government and its agencies are 
being cited as showing the almost 
utter hopelessness of waiting for Ger- 
many itself to solve its problems with- 
out active outside aid and collabora- 
tion. 

As is usual in Europe today, the 
chief difficulty now lies in finding a 
scheme for aid and collaboration in 
the work to which the nations and in- 
dividuals most interested will agree. 
At least three plans are in embryo. 
They may be described as follows: 


Three Plans Proposed 


1. A proposal, of which a leading 
American banker is the author, pro- 
viding for a new estimate by an “im- 
partial” commission of “Germany’s 
capacity to pay reparations. It pro- 
vides for an international loan to Ger- 
many of sufficient size to pay in cash 
the total amount of reparations fixed 
by the commission, and to take care 
of mark stabilization. It demands en- 
actment by the Reichstag of measures 
which would give a commission repre- 
senting the bankers’ consortium which 
raised the loan, or a commission of 
business men and baukers named by 
the Allies, full power to administer 
certain revenues of the Reich, control 
the budget and operate state-owned 
properties and certain privately owned 
“heavy industry,” for the benefit of 
the holders of the international loan 
bonds. This proposal is a develop- 
ment of the Cuban sugar industry re- 
ceivership. 

2. A scheme providing for allied aid 
to Germany, but without any foreign 
control of the German budget or in- 
come. The proposal is largely benev- 
olent, and the commission which, un- 
der it, would be sent into Germany 
would be empowered to do nothing 
more than offer its advice to the Ger- 
man Government on matters of finance. 


3. A plan for control of the German | 


budget and for stabilization ef Ger- 
man currency by a controller agreed 
upon by the Allies. The proposal pro- 
vides for an effective contro] which is 
not so drastic as the first scheme pro- 
posed, nor so benevolent as the sec- 
ond. It provides for the setting up of 
an international commission in Berlin, 
with full authority under German law 
to supervise budgetary expenditures

Spanish’ Theaters Repeat “Tenorio” 


Madrid, Dec. 11 
“Special Correspondence 
Hf drama “Don Juan Tenorio” 
of José Zorrilla, written in 1814, 
passed by the censorship office 
for production in all Spanish theaters 
in 1849, and thence gradually and 
firmly established as the favorite na- 
_tional play, has just enjoyed its an- 
nual early winter revivai, with which 
neither egret directories nor 
aught in the l, social, commer- 
cial or any direction could ever 
be permitted a eaordere. For two 
or three weeks it has been played 
with enormous ‘enthusiasm and suc- 
cess at seven theaters in Madrid, af- 
ternoon and evening, and there is not 
a place in the provinces with a thea- 
ter in comniission, either in the big 
cities like Barcelona, Seville, Malaga, 
Valencia, Vigo or Bilbao but produces 
this “Tenorio” once again. This has 
been done every year at the same 
time for generations past, and the 
custom is so firmly fixed that any in- 
terference with it might cause some- 
thing in the nature of a national re- 
volt. The annual repetition in its 
character and circumstances consti- 
tutes nt only the most extraordinary 
feathre of the Spanish stage, but one 
that has not its like elsewhere in the. 
world. 

Soon after the autumn theatrical 
season has got well going, after Pedro 
Mufioz Seca and the Quinteros have 
given something to the audiences, and 
just when the'Teatro Espafiol is about 
to settle down to its classical rep-

“As Magda’s father, Franklin Dyall 
approached greatness.” After this he 
is designated to play King Lear, the 
one Shakespearean character that in 
many decades has not been reached 


| by an English actor. 


If I were asked whence springs the 
attraction of Dyall’s art, I would 


ascribe it first and foremost to his 
eyes ahd then to his flexible voice. 
His eyes are iustrous with enthusiasm 
and intelligence; they can be hard as 
flint and they can mellow in a smile 
of rare benignity. 

One never—except in a machine- 
made play—thinks of Dyall as a mere 
craftsman, nor does one find him on 
the stage as one kiows him in life. 
His power of transformation is always 
complete. He Ioses his identity like 
The Man Who Was in self-oblivion, 
and for- the time being rebuilds his 
nature according to the lines traced 
by the author. Thus he becomes in- 
ternational; his Ibsen figures are Nor- 
wegian, his French are French (ac- 
cent included) his Germans are imbued 
with the kultur so peculiar in its 
vagaries of refinement and ruthless 
raffinement. 

Dyall is, in fine, a highly intellectual 
artist, who knows how to drive his 1n- 
tellect and his emotional power in 
tandem and to carry away uis hearer 
on his course.

British National Theste 
Design Competition 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Dec. 7—Country Life has 
announced particulars of a competi- 
tion for the best design for a national 
theater. The successful design is to 
be built ih large model form and . 
shown at the itish Empire Exhibi- 
tion next year, in the theater sec- 
tion of the Palace of Arts which the 
British Drama League is organizing. 

The desire in England for a national 
theater has found expression through 
many channels recently, and as a 
practical approach to the solution of 
the problem competitors are to be 
asked to design a building for an 
actual London site. The space chosen 
is Park Square, Marlebone Road, at 
the head of Portland Place. 

The theater is to be designed to seat 
2000 people, and a smaller auditorium 
is to be added for half that number. 
Thus competitors will’ have the prob- 
lem of providing in one -building for 
two audiences witnessing plays going 
on simultaneously. The building is to 
be planned on dignified lines with im- 
posing elevations. The roadway ap- 
proaches are to be designed with an 
eye to comfort and expedition in arriv- 
ing and departing. 

The British Drama League is offer- 
ing £250 for the best design sub- 
mitted, and other prizes. The cost 
of building the model for Wembly will 


be borne by Country Life.

Despite the determined hostility of the United 
States Secretary of State, it is evident that Russia is 
about to figure once more upon 
an the map of international affairs.

It is authoritatively announced 
that Signor Mussolini, who came 
to power on an anti-Communist 
wave, is about to conclude a 
trade agreement with the Soviet 
Government. And ‘the recogni- 
tion of Russia has long been an item on the programs of 
both the Liberal and Labor parties, which are now in the 
ascendant in Great: Britain. Action-there about Russia, 
therefore, may confidently be expected in the new year. 
There is no doubt, too, that conditions in Russia itself 
have greatly changed since last the question was seri- 
ously discussed. The militant era of international Com- 
munism has apparently passed. away. Lenine has gone 
into permanent retirement. Trotzky is recuperating. 
Most of the outstanding figures of the revolutionary era 
have lost something of their energy and prestige. The 
Third Internationale still issues from time to time wordy 
threats against the capitalist world outside, but that it 
speaks for the Soviet Government is denied. At the time 
of the promulgation of the dictatorship in Germany high 
hopes were entertained in Russia that at last the world 
revolution, so long oyerdue according to Communist cal- 
culations, was about to arrive. But they came to noth- 
ing, and the Soviet Government, which, three years ago, 
was able to march an army into Poland, was proved 
almost impotent to affect the situation in Germany in any 
effective way whatever. The revolutionary movement 
which broke out in October, 1917, and which for years 
threatened to sweep over a war-torn world, has mani- 
festly lost nearly all its power as a militant international 
force. 

Almost the same process has gone on inside Russia. 
Politically Russia is still governed by an autocracy, the 
autocracy of the Communist Party. Its methods, though 
less vigorous than they were, are still tyrannous. No 
effective opposition has yet been able to rear its head. 
But Communism in the true sense of the word has almost 
disappeared. As a practical economic alternative to capi- 
talism it has manifestly failed. As Lenine is supposed 
to have said, “I¢xperience shows that mass enthusiasm 
can be effectively mobilized to sweep away the antiquated 
structures of the past, but it will not serve as the steady 
driving power behind communized industries.”’ That, 
at any rate, was the point at which Communism broke 
down. It was found that in practice neither the peasant 
nor the worker was willing to work his hardest .in re- 
turn for a standard ration if he had to allow all of 
lis surplus product to be taken for the use of the 
community. 

Gradually production ran down, alike in the country 
and the towns. The town population could not obtain 
the food that it needed, and the country population could 
not obtain the manufactured articles that it required. And 
so the so-called new economic policy was introduced, 
which restored private enterprise and the fundamentals 
of capitalism, except in monopolies such as transporta- 
tion, in the heavy industries and in key functions, such 
as banking, which were kept in government hands. 
result was the immediate growth of a new crop of minor 
capitalists of every sort and kind. According to all 
accounts, the tendency in Russia today is still steadily to 
the Right. 

As in the case of France, the revoliftionary era is 
giving place to a period of transition, the policy of 
extremes. yielding to one of moderation, in which it be- 
comes possible for normal relations with the outside 
world to be considered ‘again. The decision to recognize 
Russia, however, now apparently to be taken by Great 
Britain, a step which will probably be followed by France 
and other European powers, is only the first step. There 
are many other problems, notably those connected with 
the debts owed by Russia alike to foreign governments 
and to individual foreigners, which have to be solved 
hefore normal international intercourse can be resumed. 
But the time has clearly come when the barrier between 
Russia and the rest of the world is to be broken down, 
and if a proper basis for new relationships can be found 
it will be for the benefit both of Russia and the rest of 
the world.

MERCHANTS of the United States whose business it 
is to furnish the luxuries and necessities of the holiday 
season can find no complaint to 
make in the volume of sales— 
or the percentage of profits— 
which the holidays of 1923 have 
brought, December department 
America store sales have been approxi- 
| _} mately 6 per cent above those 
ot last year, 10.3 per cent larger 
than in 1921 and 5.7 per cent larger than in 1920. There 
is meat in these figures when they are considered in the 
light of the undue commercial pessimism which prevailed 
during the midsummer and early fall. 

It “might be said that there has been a “buying wave 
this Christmas. It has been reflected in crowded stores, 
in open-handed throngs of Christmas shoppers, in the fact 
that shelves have been depleted very rapidly and that the 
holiday sales, in practically every line, have been unprec- 
edented. Its outward reflection will be ““A Merry Christ- 
mas.’ Back of that, however, is the quite evident realiza- 
tion of a deliberate change in the attitude of buyers of 
all sorts toward their necessities. It is most evident in 
the basic lines, particularly in such industries as iron 
and steel, copper, oil, leather and a dozen others which 
might be enumerated. In these lines the buving is all 
for forward delivery; in other words, products of this 
sort are a long while in the process of manufacture. 
Doubtless some degree of ‘yision is needed by buyers of 
raw materials of a basic sort, butt is quite evident, too, 
that they have regained this vision, and that, so far as 


a 


situation are many and varied. 


The - 


actual orders and inquiries are concerned, the early part 
Of 1924, in the production of raw and finislted materials, 
will be just as active as was the first quarter of 1923, in 
which innumerable records were broken. 

As a matter of fact, the approach of a new year gives 
opportunity for a change, even though it be a gradual 
one, not only in the volume of business but in the gen- 
eral attitude of those who must buy far ahead. It is 
not too much to say that the manner in which finished 
products have been taken at retail during the Christmas 
season has had very large effect in shaping many busi- 
ness decisions, so far as forward commitments are con- 
cerned. It is becoming more and more evident with each 
passing day that such commercial apprehension and doubt 
as have been exhibited during the past.three or four 
months has not been engendered, or exhibited, by ulti- 
mate consumers, and that it has been the middlemen, or 
the producer of first possession, who has beef entertain- 
ing these business qualms. 

It is to be considered a perfectly: natural procedure 
that the matkets of the past ten days or so should be 
quiet, and without definite trend. This applies to the 
commodity markets as well as to the security markets. 
Holiday influences have been paramount. It is not to be 
overlooked, however, that all of the barometric markets 
have been steady in the last ten days. They have not 
been active, it is true, because of these very influences, 
but, nevertheless, they have easily maintained 
recorded in the early part of the month. 

The markets are swayed to and fro by so many fac- 
tors that it.is difficult to forecast their immediate future. 
One can only summarize the factors of unsettlement and 
those of positive constructive nature, and weigh them in 
the balance against each other. On the one hand is to be 
considered the fact that holiday sales have been large, 
that shelves are almost bare and that first hand buyers 
are extremely anxious about their commitments tor the 
first quarter of 1924. Ramifications of this commercial 
Thev include the possi; 
bility that a general tax revision will be put into effect; 
that the new inter-allied committee will be able to de- 
termine Germany’s ability to pay reparations and will 
rule thereon; that many of the backward industries will 
definitely turn the corner within the next few weeks. On 
the other hand, is to be considered the faet that confi- 
dence in the commercial and industrial outlook is more 
or less limited; that there’is a possibility of a soldier 
bonus, and that conseryative and constructive legisla- 
tion in the present Congress is in no wise assured. 

However, it is to be taken into accoune that the proba- 
bilities favor constructive action from Congress, beth on 
the soldier bonus and on tax revision; that there has 
been no overproduction of goods; that the German prob- 
lem is on the way to settlement; 
lucrative crop has just been harvested; that the banking 
and money situation is an admirable one, and that orders 
for the first quarter of thé year in the basic lines are well 
in line with those at this time last vear. There is no 
disguising the fact that the financial districts, represent- 
ing the consensus of financial thought, are bullish for the 


first quarter of 1924. 


TWERE is nothing i in the declaration made by Mr. 
Henry Ford, of his determination to support the candi- 
dacy of President Coolidge in 
the coming campaign for elec- 
tion, to indicate that his decision 
has been influenced by the wave 
of-popular approval which fol- 
lowed the delivery of the Presi- 
dent's recent message to Con- 
gress. Mr. Ford, evidently, is 
no more and no less a candidate for the presidency than 
he has been at any time in the months past. He, like 
millions of other prudent and thoughtful people of the 
United States, no doubt had waited until the new Chief 
Executive saw fit to define his administrative policies 
before forming an opinion as to his availability as a 
candidate to succeed himself. Ile, as many other Ameri- 
cans seem to have done, has accorded, generously and 
ungrudgingly, full moral support to the President's an- 
nounced economic program. 

In thus aligning himself, Mr. Ford has defeated all 
voluntary movements projected in his own behalf with 
a view to making him either a Democratic, an indé¢pend- 
ent, or a third-party candidate for the presidency, In 
doing so he has confirmed the suspicion, long held by 
those who know him well, that all the agitation in behalf 
of his own candidacy was without his sanction or 
approval. As has been said, the movement was one which 
he could hardly call the police to stop. F-vidently he has 
stopped it more effectively by the means adopted. 

Possibly more important than the declination of Mr. 
Ford to support any opposition to President Coolidge 
and the hearty indorsement of the Administration's péli- 
cies, is the counsel he offers in the hope that the wisdom 
of the people of the United States willeprevent what has 
came to be regarded as an inevitable accompaniment of 
presidential campaigns. Ele sees no reason ‘why, with 
governmental policies clearly defined, it should not be 
conceded in advance that ‘administrative changes are 
unnecessary. He says: 

Some people seem disturbed over the conditions 
which business will face during the presidential election 
year. Of course there must be an election. But there 
is no reason why business should be disturbed by it, if 
the people by common consent agree they will hold to 
a good man while they have him. Public sentiment can 


be so formed long before the election that there need 
be no doubt about the election. 


Furthermort, he considerately proposes that for the 
best interests of all concerned—the President as well as 
the people—Mr. Coolidge should not be compelled to 
devote any of his time and strength to a political cam- 
paign. Thus Mr. Ford would adapt a sound and estab- 
lished business policy. The stockholders and directors 
of a great industrial enterprise, satished that its affairs 
were being safely and profitably conducted, would not 
even consider the possibility of changing management 
for the mere purpose of transferring control to some 
person or faction which might offer Some new and un- 
tried method. And he feels that in national affairs, as 
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in less important private or corporate affairs, it would be 
advantageous if it were uriderstood, in advance, that no 
change of control was desired. 

There is not the remotest possibility, of course, that 
ambitious politicians will deprive themselves of the 
opportunity to perpetuate the tradition of partisan and 
inter-partisan antagonisms. So many profess to be able 
to build, but few are willing-to build except they first 
destroy or tear down that which has already been con- 
structed and tested. There are times, it cannot be denied, 
when the clarifying processes of political discussion and 
division are necessary to safeguard the democratic theory 
of rotation in office, but’ this is not always the excuse 
which prompts division. . 

The need_of the hour, in the United States as well 
as elsewhere, is for stabilization. Quite pertinently, 
therefore, Mr. Ford emphasizes the wisdom of settling, 
long in advance of the political campaign, the questions 
which too often tend to confuse the real issues presented. 


New York's difficulties in deciding upon a site for 
the proposed Art Center suggest — that are of 
interest not solely to that city. 
Many New Yorkers are in favor 
of appropriating a few acres ‘in 
Central Park for the purpose, 
but they are loudly met by the 
objection that to do so would 
be to rob the people of the play- 
ground they sorely need for their 
recreation. This point of view is important... The Amer- 
ican town is the exception that has in its older sections 
as many open spaces as Lendon or Paris, for instance, 
and a breath of fresh air, with a glimpse of grass and 
trees and flowers growing, 1s not a luxury but a necessity 
to all who live in crowded localities, and even more to 
all who simply exist in packed tenements.- 

But there is another point of view—every question 
always has its two sides.-In many European towns, as 
well as in more than one American, the park or some 
open space has already been chosen as the appropriate 
site for an art gallery, and the ground it covers has been 
grudged to it by no.one. It adds beauty to the park or 
square, and also should increase the people's pleasure in 
their plavground. We are all so busy trving to hit upon 
the right way to educate the people in art that we are 
sorely in danger of making them look upon art, not as 
the pleasure it ought to be, but as something stuffy, to 
be learned in school, as grammar or arithmetic. 

That one goes to a picture gallery to enjoy one's self, 
to have one’s eyes thrilled by beautiful color or form, 
as one’s ears are by beautiful sound in a concert hall, is 
about the last thing to occur to the average man or 
woman, even to the average teacher or preacher of art. 
Therefore, to give the picture gallery an air of gayety 
is to go far toward correcting this error. A building 
ina park i is associated with the idea of amusement, recrea- 
tion for idle hours, not a course’ of study or ponderous 
lectures. The stranger who first goes to the Grand Palais 
in the Champs-Elysées will approach it with more joyful 
anticipation than he feels on his first visit to Burlington 
House in Piccadilly. and first impressions are apt to 
color a closer acquaintance. 

New York must solve its own problems, but here is 
one that in time every town with a wise government has 
to face. A few acres' will not be missed from a large 
vark; in a small park, Venice has shown that a picture 
gallery need not rob the people of their rights—rather 
it can add pleasure to pleasure. To destroy a small park 
in order to set up a building of any kind would be a 
crime. But to reserve a small portion of a large park 
for an art gallery as beautiful as itself 1s quite another 
thing, and the project should not be dismissed without 
grave consideration.

WHILe one sympathizes with the motive back of 
an editorial in the Bulletin of the Federal Council of 
Churches, upholding the advantages of organization as 
a means to overcome war, it still remains that until thé

consciousness, the mainspring of war will be undestroyed. 
It is true that: organization would do much to hold the 
war spirit in check, but to accomplish results which will 
be permanent, something more than such human methods 
is needed. When wisdom, kindltness and true Chris- 
tianity fill the hearts of all men, it will not be necessary 
to organize, and until they do, organization must be 
seen as subservient to the effort to regenerate the human 


thought.

R. G. S., in crossing the continent of A-frica 
in search of a butterfly, is hardly worthy of comment.

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Hidden Meanings in Names 
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Ixy WOULD appear, on first thought, that there could be 
hardly any kind of link between two places so different as 
Oxford, the ancient English seat of learning, and the Bos- 
porus, which has been the scene of so much barbarity in recent 
years. Yet the two are so near that they are called by the 
same name. Oxford is plait to readers of English as a passage 
for oxen across the Isis, while the Bosporus (two Greek words 
meaning “ox”-and “a ford”) equally tells its own tale. Both 
places have been known from remotest antiquity. The Thracian 
Bosporus, now the Strait of Constantinople, has its name 
ascribed to various origins. Valerius Flaccus refers it to the 
story of Io, who, when transformed into a cow, is said to have 
swum the strait, which has since been called Bosporus. Arrian, 
however, asserts that certain Phrygians were directed to follow 
the route an ox would indicate for them—and it led them across 
the strait. 

But just as these two names must “give us pause,’’.so there 
are innumerable others which, if they could be made to yield 
up their secrets, would fill many an interesting page. Common, 
everyday names have each their own story, and are not always 
what they seem. The Canary Islands (the Fortunate Islands 
of the ancients) areinot so named on account of the little 
vellow bird, but because of the immense number of dogs ( Latin, 
canis) found there. Incitentally, the birds, which abound 
there, take their name from the islands. Cambridge is what 
its name implies, a bridge over the River Cam. The Cape of 
Good Hope was not so called by its discoverer, Bartholomeu 
Dias. Because of the storms and bad weather he experienced, 
he, on the contrary, styled it Cabo dos Tormentos (Cape of 
Tempests}, when he dropped anchor there in 1486—six years 
before Columbus, endeavoring to reach the same goal (India) 
by a different route, led the way to America. King John II 
of Portugal, however, called it by its present name, the Cabo 
de Boa Esperanga, for to him it appeared that the end was at 
last in sight. Vasco da Gama, eleven years later, proved the 
truth of John’s forecast by rounding the Cape on his voyage 
from Lisbon to Calicut. 

+ + 

Florida did not receive its name on account of its “flowery” 
aspect, but because Ponce de Leon; journeying in search of 
the fountain of youth, happened to land there on Easter Sunday 
(1512), the Spanish name for which festival is Pascua Florida. 
Natal in South Africa obtained its name in similar accidental 
fashion, only:this time it was Vasco da Gama who, in 1497. 
landed there on Christmas Day (the Nativity, that is, the 
“Natal” day). Polynesia (from the Greek “many” and 
‘“island”), the region of many islands, more than‘ justifies its , 
name. Recife, in Pernambuco, is a “reef.” Restigouche means 
“the river which divides like a hand”. (into five branches). 

Nanking and Peking-are respectively the “Southern” and 
the “Northern” capitals of China. Hong Kong is a sur- 
prise to Western minds when revealed as “fragrant springs. 2 
Poland, which its nationals call Polska (“flat land’), is one 
unbroken plain, and only on its southern border do mountains 
exist—the Carpathians. England, “the land of the Angles,” 
and Sussex, Essex, Middlesex, the kingdoms of the Seuth, East, 
and Middle Saxons, are clear enough. But when a Frenchman 
calls the English Channel “La Manche,” how- many realize 
that it is so called because of a fancied resemblance to a 

“sleeve” (manche)? Land’s End to an Englishman is self- 
explanatory, and so is Finistere to a Frenchman; both mean 
the same. 

The Hague originally signified “the Count’s hedge’ 
(’S Gravenhaag). Alcantara, in Spain, indicates a “bridge’ 
over the Tagus; while a pass in the Great Atlas Mountains 
‘of Algeria, named El Kantara, also contains the remains of 
a Roman “bridge.” ‘The Alcatrazes, on the east coast of 
South America, are the “Pelican Islands,’ -and the Ladrones 
(“Islands of Thieves’’) were so named because of the dishonesty 


of the natives 
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Palestine was first so called by the Greeks, who named 
it for the Philistines ( Pelishti) ; the Hebrews called it Canaan. 
Nakhitchevan (Nakchivan), in Asiatic Russia, is not so well 
known as it should be if its claims are founded on fact. There 
has been plenty of time to learn all about it, for it is reputed 
to be the oldest city in the world. ‘The name comes from 
the Armenian Naxuana, “first place of descent,” and popular 
tradition avers that it is the place where the survivors of the 
Deluge landed, and where Noah planted the vineyard. 

The Levant (‘“rising’” sun) is the name given throughout 
Europe to the eastern shore of the Mediterranean. The 
Mediterranean—(sea) “amid the lands’’—has its correlative 
in Mesopotamia—(land) “between the rivers.” So, too, the 
Menam, in southern Africa (“the Mother of Waters’*}, has its 
complement in the Mississippi, “the Father of Waters.” Mis- 
souri is just “the Mud River.” 

Ala Shehr, “‘the exalted city’ (the ancient Philadelphia), 
in Asia Minor, was founded by Attalus Philadelphus about 
200 B. C., and is famed as one of the seven churches in Asia 
referred to in Revelation i +. The other churches were situ- 
ated at Ephesus, Pergamos, Smyrna, Sardis, Thyatira, and 
Laodicea. 

Few Americans realize that Key West, the naval station, 
has any spcial meaning, unless ““West"’ be considered geograph- 
ical. Yet the name is merely a corruption of the Spanish 
Allahabad, “the city 
is at the confluence of the Ganges and the Jumna., 
the holy streams of India. Detroit means simply a “strait.” 
Dublin (Ir., Dubh-linn) is called a “black pool.” Edinburgh, 
as every schoolboy knows, is named for Edwin, King ot 
Northumbria, who conquered the city; Dunedin (dun, a hill, 
or stronghold) is a Gaelic translation. Gibraltar is named for 
a Saracen leader (Arab., Jebel-Tarik. the hul of Tarik). 
Alaska (Russ., Aliaska) is corrupted from Al-ay-ek-sa, “the 
great country” (the mainland). 

Alabama: When the Creek Indians were driven from their 
hunting grounds in southern Georgia they fled west till they 
reached the river, where they halted with the cry “Alabama!” 


(“Here we rest!’’). F. S. 
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Prohibition Among Austria’ s Students 


RicHarp SoyYKA, writing in the Intercollegiate Statesman, 
declares that, in Austria, “the university student, these days, 
is usually very poor and must support himself by giv ing private 
lessons or working in factories.
